120 feet below the surface of the earth 
nnd at a spot only fifty feet from 
where the famous Lady itrassoy nug­ 
get was discover’d the year before. It 
weighed fifty-one pounds of pure gold.

One Scientist Believes Hailey's Comet 


Has Several. 
Chicago. May 
23 
Precisely what 
happened to the tail of Hailey a comet ^ 
has not yet been satisfactorily settled 
by the chiefs and experts of tb«> 
various observatories In America ami 
will not be settled for a considerable 
time. 
An interesting conclusion to 
which Professor Daniel McHugh «>•' 
Pepauw university has come is that a 
large part of the tail has been caut 
adrift. Admitting that the tall has b«>« n 
cut loose from the nucleus, say th.v 
astronomers, it will become a nebula 
subject to th«* general laws of gravltv 
within the Milar systi ni and will prob­ 
ably be doomed to disappear. 
Professor Frost of Williams Bay, 
Wis , Inclines to agree In the convic­ 
tion that Hailey s wanderer Is provid­ 
ed with at least two tails and probably 
with several. 
Were this th«’ory a>- 
cepted. says Professor Frost, it would 
b<> easy to understand how the tall 
rnnhl be seen in the west ami th-* 
f ast at one ami the same time.
